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ADVISORY ACTION 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed July 03, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the cited references fail to teach or suggest "receiving 
a handover history from the mobile station, which identifies origination and destination 
base stations of previous successful handovers of the mobile station" as recited in 
independent claims 1 and 12 (see page 3, last paragraph of arguments). The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the arguments because as explained on page 3, second full 
paragraph of previous Office Action, Raith teaches at column 6, lines 44-48 that "The 
mobile communication network 10 can anticipate hand-offs as the mobile terminal 20 
travels along a stored route by comparing the position of the mobile terminal 20 with the 
stored hand-off positions." The Examiner notes that the stored hand-off positions is 
considered as a handover history. In addition, the stored hand-off positions are 
monitored, and determined based upon the frequently traveled routes (see column 6, 
lines 31-38 of Raith). In turn, the communication control apparatus must receive the 
stored hand-off positions (i.e., a handover history) from the mobile station. 
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
